A  completely  equipped  instrumentation  laboratory  in  a  28-foot  van 
trailer  has  been  outfitted  by  mechanism  and  dynamics  research  engineers 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  mobile  laboratory,  which  with  its  basic  equipment  costs  about 
|25>000,  will  be  used  especially  on  projects  where  it  is  impractical  to 
move  equipment  or  material  to  a  fixed  laboratory,  according  to  Gilbert 
Ho  Brittain,  acting  supervisor  of  the  Foundation's  mechanics  instrumentation 
section. 

The  laboratory's  first  assignment  will  be  to  evaluate  the  performance 
of  a  rock  crushing  machine  at  a  quarry  in  Racine,  Wise.  The  Foundation 
is  engaged  in  a  research  project  to  improve  the  machine  which  crushes 
rocks  for  use  in  concrete  aggregate. 

By  analyzing  data  obtained  while  the  machine  is  operating, 
research  engineers  will  be  able  to  appraise  its  performance  and  determine 
the  design  changes  necessary  to  improve  the  over-all  operating  efficiency, 
Brittain  said» 

The  mobile  laboratory  also  could  be  used  effectively  in  several 
of  the  Foundation's  weapons  research  programs  because  the  recording 
equipment  can  be  brought  to  the  firing  ranges  conveniently. 

The  mobile  laboratory  is  equipped  to  measure  and  record  pressure, 

stress,  strain,  thrust,  torque,  acceleration,  velocity,  temperature,  and 

mar^  other  mechanical  phenomena o

To  record  such  phenomena,  the  trailer  carries  a  U-channel 
cathode-ray  oscillograph  recorder  designed  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  and  installed  in  a  specially  constructed  shock-mounted 
relay  rack» 

(The  oscillograph  is  an  instnment  for  amplifying  and  recording 
electrical  signals o  Possessing  four  channels  means  it  can  measure  four 
different  phenomena  at  the  same  time.) 

Other  recorders  also  are  available  for  installation  in  the  mobile 
laboratory  to  permit  measuring  and  recording  as  many  as  22  simultaneously 
occurring  phencmenao 

The  laboratory  also  contains  a  photographic  darkroom.  As 
individual  projects  require,  it  can  be  fitted  with  other  specialized 
electronic  equipment,  Brittain  added. 

Since  it  has  its  own  5-kilowatt  gasoline  generator,  the  trailer 
can  be  used  in  locations  where  commercial  power  is  not  available. 
Fully  insulated,  it  carries  an  automatic  propane  gas  heater  and  a 
3A-ton  air  conditioner.

Known  rs  the  Departamento  de  Investigaciones  Tecnologicas,  the 
new  center  will  undertake  research  leading  to  developm'ents  in  agriculture, 
industry,  and  mining  in  Colombia,  Benefits  of  the  research  are  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  general  public. 

The  center  is  sponsored  by  the  quasi-official  Colombian  bank,  the

More  emphasis  on  science  and  mathematics  in  high  schools  can  help 
replenish  the  nation's  seriously  deficient  technological  manpower  supply, 
the  Chicago  Guidance  and  Personnel  association  was  told  today. 

Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
warned  there  is  a  pronounced  trend  in  secondary  schools  toward  general 
education  which  does  not  prepare  studonts  for  cr>llege  technological  ecurses, 

A  high  school  program  which  would  give  adequate  background  for  a 
student  intending  to  become  an  engineer  or  scientist,  he  pointed  out, 
should  include  a  minimum  of  three  years  in  mathematics,  two  in  science, 
three  in  English,  and  one  in  history. 

Addressing  the  association's  monthly  meeting  in  the  Georgian  room 
of  Carson  Pirie  Scott  5c  Co.,  Dr.  Rettaliata  cited  a  Columbia  university 
report  that  an  increasing  number  of  small  high  schools  have  abandoned 
courses  in  physics  and  chemistry,  and  that  many  offer  mathematics  only 
in  the  ninth  grade. 

Pointing  to  the  decline  in  the  study  of  physics  as  a  "striking 
example"  of  the  trend  away  from  science  study,  the  president  of  Illinois 
Tech  said J 

"The  National  Education  association  reports  the  percentage  of  high 
school  students  enrolled  in  physics  classes  showed  a  continously  downward 
trend  from  22,8  per  cent  in  1895  to  only  $,8   per  cent  in  19U8, 

•more- 
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"Since  physics  is  studied  only  by  seniors,  this  means  that  over  75 
per  cent  of  our  high  school  population  has  no  contact  with  this  subject," 

Dr.  Rettaliata  told  the  group  of  high  school  counselors,  teachers, 
and  personnel  officials  that  colleges  in  the  United  States  currently  are 
graduating  many  thousand  fewer  engineers  than  are  needed  by  industry, 
and,-  consequently,  the  country  is  threatened  ■with  loeo  of  technological 
superiority  over  Russia,  which,  he  said,  is  building  up  technical  manpower 
forces  rapidly. 

Elementary  and  secondary  school  teachers  were  described  as  "the 
key  to  the  maintenance  of  America's  technological  competence"  because  of 
their  opportunities  for  early  identification  and  encouragement  of  engineering 
talent.  The  search  for  talent  and  interest,  he  explained,  should  begin 
in  the  higher  elementary  grades. 

He  said  business  and  industry  can  assist  by  offering  science  teachers 
and  students  opportunities  to  visit  plants  and  laboratories  to  witness 
application  of  scientific  principles. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  called  attention  to  a  need  for  more  science  teachers, 
citing  NEA  estimates  of  an  annual  need  for  1 ,100   new  high  school  science 
teachers,  with  only  about  one- third  that  number  becoming  available.  He 
urged  that  attention  be  given  the  adequacy  of  teachers'  salaries. 

Higher  educational  institutions,  such  as  Illinois  Tech,  he  declared, 
have  a  heavy  responsibility  for  increasing  the  stockpile  of  scientific 
and  engineering  talent.  He  said  they  "not  only  should  teach,  but  should 
encourage  an  increase  in  the  supply  by  attracting  students," 
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Editor^s  note:  The  attached  statement  is  an  abstract  of  Dr«  Rettaliata's 
remarks  on  the  suggested  high  school  curriculum. 


SUGGESTED  HIGH  SCHOOL  CURRICULUM  FOR  YOUNG  MEN  AND  VICMEN 
INTENDING  TO  FOLLOW  ENGINEERING  AND  SCIENCE  PROGRAMS  IN  COIJJIGE

Educators  are  discouraged  by  the  fact  that  many  high  school 

students,  when  approaching  graduation,  decide  that  they  would  like  to 

pursue  science  or  engineering  in  college  but  find,  too  late,  that  they 

do  not  have  the  prerequisite  courses.  Frequently,  students  remark  that 

they  were  not  aware,  when  entering  high  school,  of  the  type  of  program 

they  should  have  taken  to  prepare  them  for  science  or  engineering  in 
college. 

In  the  interest  of  remedying  this  situation  and,  thereby,  in- 
creasing the  supply  of  scientists  and  engineers,  a  suggested  high  school 
program  which  would  give  good  preparation  for  college  work  in  science 
or  engineering  is  attached.  Let  me  emphasize  that  this  is  a  suggested 
program  and  should  not  be  considered  as  a  rigid  requirement.  Many 
variations  could  be  suggested,  such  as  the  introduction  of  shop  work, 
etc.,  but  it  is  felt  that  the  program  presented  would  give  a  proper 
background  for  a  student  intending  to  be  a  professional  man  in  science 
or  engineering. 

Some  educators  feel  it  is  undesirable  to  prescribe  the  high 
school  program  too  closely.  They  refer  to  the  investigations  that 
indicate  that  there  is  only  a  remote  relationship  bet^^feen  good  per- 
formance in  engineering  college  and  the  pattern  of  high  school  sub- 
jects, A  better  indicator,  it  has  been  pointed  out,  is  general 
quality  of  high  school  work, 

t 
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However,  for  a  student  intending  to  pursue  engineering  in  college 
it  is  considered  desirable  that  at  least  nine  units  be  prescribed:   three 
in  English,  three  in  mathematics,  two  in  science,  and  one  in  history,  cut 
of  a  total  of  fifteen.  The  four  units  of  mathematics,  shown  in  the  attach- 
ed, would  be  very  desirable,  but  it  is  believed  that  a  requirement  of  this 
number,  at  this  time,  would  exclude  or  discourage  many  potential  engineer- 
ing candidates,  and  thus  adversely  affect  the  supply  of  engineers. 
Conseauently,  as  indicated  above,  only  throe  units  of  iiathematics  are 
stipulated  as  being  reqtiircd.

Application  may  be  made  for  enrollment  in  a  single  couse  only,  or  in 
several  courses.  Undergraduate  students  can  earn  eight  credit  hours  by 
satisfactorily  completing  all  four  summer  session  courses  between  their 
junior  and  senior  years,  Pettyjohn  said.

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The  long-time  dream  of  fresh  milk  in  cans  has  been  given  a  boost 
by  scientists  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  who  have 
been  working  with  unique  irradiation  sources  t. 

Approximately  3  billion  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  of  milk  were 
destroyed  in  recent  experiments  using  mercury-in-gas  resonance  radiation. 
Dr.  Harry  E.  Gunning,  associate  professor  of  chemistry  at  Illinois  Tech, 
said  last  night. 

Speaking  before  the  Chicago  section  of  the  Institute  of  Food 
Technologists  at  the  Palmer  house,  Gunning  said  storage  of  milk  without 
changing  quality  or  flavor  could  revolutionize  marketing  of  milk  to  the 
armed  forces,  housewives,  and  other  consumers,. 

In  order  to  can  or  otherwise  store  whole  milk,  which  is  a  culture 
medium,  it  is  necessary  to  kill  the  bacteria  before  they  breed  and  turn 
the  milk  sour, 

"The  trick  is  to  preserve  the  milk  without  altering  its  delicate 
taste  characteristics  or  nutritional  properties,"  Gunning  said* 

He  explained  that  flavor  side-effects  are  encountered  when  milk 
is  irradiated  with  either  ultra-violet  light  or  radiations  from  nuclear 
reactors  or  multi-million  volt  X-ray  and  cathode  ray  machines. 

By  using  the  simpler  system  of  resonance  radiation.  Gunning  said 

the  basic  causes  of  off -flavors  in  milk  one  day  may  be  discovered  and 

applied  to  the  high-energy  sources  such  as  nuclear  fission, 
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Besides  offering  a  better  method  of  storing  milk,  the  new  method 
is  cheaper  than  nuclear  irradiation  because  it  does  not  require  elaborate 
shielding  or  generating  equipment.  The  only  barrier  needed  for  the 
resonance  radiations  is  ordinary  plate  glass. 

Gunning  credited  Prof,  Milton  E,  Parker,  director  of  food 
technrlogy,  also  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  with  the  discovery 
that  off -flavors  caused  by  resonance  radiation  could  be  eliminated  by 
proper  pre-treatment  of  the  milk.  The  two  scientists  have  been  conducting 
research  in  milk  irradiation  for  about  a  year. 

Their  mercury-in-gas  resonance  radiation  uses  a  source  of  energy 
containing  irradiating  properties  Gunning  called  "definitely  superior 
to  those  emitted  by  conventional  untra-violet  generating  devices," 

Using  it,  they  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  bacterial  count  of 
raw  whole  milks  to  practically  zero,  tfjithin  periods  ranging  from  a  few 
to  10  seconds.  This  was  done  at  temperatures  of  about  kO   degrees  F, 
and  at  energy  inputs  of  less  than  100  watts,  he  said. 

Although  they  encountered  varying  degrees  of  flavor  side-effects, 
in  some  instances  these  were  practically  eliminated. 

Ultimately,  the  scientists  hope  to  evaluate  mercury-in-gas  resonance 
radiation  on  other  liquid  foods  besides  milk.  But,  Gunning  said, 
continued  research  is  necessary  in  the  sterilization  of  milk,

The  average  monthly  temperature  of  28.8  degrees  was  l.li  degrees 
above  normal,  thus  causing  Chicagoans  to  use  less  fuel  than  normally 
necessary.  Total  Febmary  precipitation  of  1,83  inches  was  .h2  of 
an  inch  above  normal.   This  condition  helped  keep  the  dust  settled. 

The  Foundation  collects  monthlv  dustfall  data  for  the  city 
Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control  as  a  public  service.

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Two  research  mai  have  been  named  to  the  faculty  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  it  has  been  announced  by  President  John  T.  Rettaliatao 

They  are  Robert  Filler,  research  chemist  at  Wright  Air  Development 
Center,  Dayton,  Ohio,  who  has  been  appointed  assistant  professor  of  chemistry, 
and  Liang  Neng  Tao,  research  engineer  at  Worthington  Corporation,  Harrison, 
N.J^,  who  becomes  assistant  professor  of  mechanics. 

Filler  was  graduated  from  City  College  of  New  York  and  received

A  graduate  of  National  Chiao  Tung  university  at  Shanghai,  China, 
Tao  received  his  master  of  science  and  doctor  of  philosophy  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Illinois  where  he  also  was  engaged  in  research, 

Tao  is  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers 
and  resides  at  5605  S,  Drexel  avenue,  Chicago. 
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Noxious  odors  produced  during  the  manufacture  of  paint  and  varnish 
products  can  be  reduced  considerably  as  a  result  of  a  five-year  study  of  fume 
control  conducted  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Paint  manufacturers — successful  in  producing  odorless  paints  for 
the  consumer — have  yet  to  solve  the  problem  of  eliminating  obnoxious  fumes 
resulting  from  plant  processes,  according  to  Dr.  Charles  Vi^,  Selheimer, 
professor  of  chemical  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech. 

Valuable  data  toward  solving  this  problem  have  been  uncovered  by 
the  graduate  and  undergraduate  chemical  engineering  students  who  worked  on 
the  IIT  project  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Selheimer, 

A  method  of  fume  analysis  was  developed,  classes  of  compounds  in  the 
fumes  were  established  and  a  number  of  them  were  isolated  and  identified,  and 
a  plant  process  which  greatly  reduced  the  odors  was  designed. 

The  research  program  was  initiated  at  Illinois  Tech  in  19h9   as  part  of 
an  educational  program  sponsored  by  the  Chicago  Paint,  Varnish,  and  Lacquer 
association  and  the  Chicago  Production  club  of  the  paint  and  varnish  industry. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  the  five-year  study  t-Tas  to  find  a  method  of  fume 
control  applicable  to  the  entire  paint  and  varnish  industry. 

"As  yet,  it  has  not  been  shown  that  f\unes  oroduced  by  the  cooking 
operations  in  the  paint  industry  are  injurious,"  Dr.  Selheimer  pointed  out, 
"but  they  definitely  are  a  nuisance." 

Since  no  specific  method  of  analyzing  fumes  could  be  found  in  literature 
by  the  student  investigators,  the  first  objective  of  the  fume  control  project 
was  to  develop  such  a  method.     -more-*  3/l5/5^

After  evaluating  existing  analytical  procedures,  the  students  were 
able  to  definitely  establish  through  use  of  this  method  the  various  classes 
of  compounds  in  the  fumes.  Further  research  enabled  them  to  isolate 
and  identify  a  number  of  the  compoxinds. 

Cost  and  design  studies  were  made  based  on  laboratory  and  pilot  plant 
operations,  and  two  types  of  plant  equipment  were  evaluated  under  actual 
operating  conditions. 

The  guiding  principles  in  these  operational  studies  were  economy 
of  operation,  simplicity  of  installation  and  operation,  safety  of  operation, 
and  recovery  of  useable  materials  to  reduce  overall  costs. 

In  the  course  of  investigation,  the  IIT  researchers  developed  a 
process  from  a  combination  of  previously  established  fvme   control  systems  that 
proved  to  be  most  efficient  in  cleaning  up  the  waste  gasee  in  paint  and 
varnish  manufacture. 

This  combination  process  offers  a  means  of  recovering  useable  materials 
normally  lost  during  the  cooking  operations  and  it  is  practically  fool-proof 
insofar  as  fires  and  explosions  are  concerned.  Costs  were  found  to  be 
rather  reasonable. 

However,  this  sj-stem  does  not  eliminate  the  problem  of  secondary 
disposal  of  scrub  waters,  Selheimer  pointed  out,. 

"It  can  be  stated  safely  that  the  fume  control  process  meeting  all 
the  enumerated  requirements  has  yet  to  be  found,"  he  said,  "It  is  doubtful 
that  such  a  process  can  even  pay  its  way  much  less  show  a  profit," 

Although  the  fume  control  project  was  set  up  primarily  to  provide 
IIT  chemical  engineering  students  with  the  opportunity  for  specialized  training 
in  research  methods,  strides  were  made  toward  the  solution  of  the  fume  nuisance. 

The  project  has  been  suspended  temporarily  in  order  that  results  of 
the  five-year  study  may  be  analyzed. 
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A  new  instrument  has  been  devised  which  will  enable  motorists  to 
determine  more  accurately  the  freezing  point  of  antifreeze  in  automcbile 
radiators. 

Details  of  the  instrument  were  revealed  today  following  perfection  of 
a  new  type  valve  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Teehnologyj  Chicago,  for  Darbo  Enterprise  compahyj  Madison,  VJife.,  developer 
of  the  basic  mechanism* 

The  antifreeze  tester  consists  simply  of  a  thermometer  and  a  small 
cup  enclosed  in  a  plastic  casing,  and  a  tank  of  carbon  dioxide,  according 
to  John  C.  Lee,  supervisor  of  hydraulic  power  equipment  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation, 

The  liquid  to  be  tested,  is  frozen  to  slush  in  the  cup  by  injecting 
liquid  carbon  dioxide,  which  forms  dry  ice  on  the  outside  of  the  cup,  Lee 
explained.  When  the  slush  begins  to  melt,  the  temperature  read  on  the 
thermometer  corresponds  to  the  freezing  point  of  the  sample. 

Thus,  the  new  device  offers  a  direct  measurment  of  antifreeze  without 
recourse  to  specific  gravity  charts,  and  is,  therefore,  superior  to  the 
presently-used  hydrometer,  Lee  said, 

A  hydrometer  tests  specific  gravity,  or  density,  of  a  solution.  But 
the  information  must  be  checked  with  tables  specified  for  various  commercial 
antifreezes  in  order  to  determine  the  approximate  freezing  point, 

"This  method  is  not  accurate  because  many  motorists  mix  different 
kinds  of  antifreeze  in  their  auto  radiators,"  Lee  said.

Research  at  the  Foundation  was  directed  toward  designing  a  valve 
that  would  regulate  accurately  the  amount  of  carbon  dioxide  used  to  freeze 
the  antifreeze*   The  valve  that  was  developed  prevented  waste  and  reduced 
the  cost  of  each  test  from  about  two  cents  to  less  than  half  a  cent, 
Lee  said* 

"Formerly,  only  1$   tests  could  be  run  with  a  5-pound  tank 
of  carbon  dioxide*  But  the  new  valve  permits  as  many  as  500  tests 
with  the  same  sized  tank," 

Lee  said  the  antifreeze  tester  also  could  be  used  to  test  the 
proof  of  alcoholic  beverages,  or  in  the  laboratory  to  determine  freezing 
points  of  various  solutions.  The  new  device  can  test  the  freezing 
temperature  of  a  solution  as  low  as  minus  90  degrees  F,,  he  added. 
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Taxpayers  of  Illinois  idll  be  spared  considerable  outlay  if  the 
state's  citizens,  business  and  industry  will  arouse  themselves  to  provide 
its  independent  universities  and  colleges  with  more  generous  financial 
support.  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  told  members  and  guests  of  the  Chicago  chapter  of  the  Public 
Relations  Society  of  America  at  a  luncheon  meeting  today  in  the  Tavern  Club. 

If  more  financial  support  is  not  forthcoming  to  the  national  and 
local  private  institutions  of  higher  learning,  he  predicted  their  survival 
will  be  jeopardized  and  America's  educational  standards  will  seriously  suffer. 

Inflation  and  insufficient  financial  support  have  forced  the  independent 
schools  to  increase  their  tuition  charges,  he  stated,  to  the  point  that  there 
is  a  wide  differential  between  the  tuition  of  the  private  and  the  tax-supported 
institutions.  As  a  result,  he  pointed  out,  the  number  of  new  students  now 
enrolling  in  the  country's  600  tax-supported  institutions  exceeds  those 
entering  the  nearly  1200  independent  ones  by  more  than  Ii3  per  cent,,.and 
the  figure  is  increasing. 

He  quoted  the  results  of  a  recent  Illinois  Taxpayers  Association 
survey  which  indicated  that  last  spring  the  state's  senior  independent 
schools  were  accommodating  only  60%   of  the  students  which  they  had  facilities 
to  accommodate.  He  revealed  that  six  of  the  largest  of  Chicago's  19  private 
universities  and  colleges,  alone,  believe  their  present  facilities  will 
permit  them  to  accommodate  15,000  additional  students  in  the  years  ahead 
when  more  students  will  be  ready  to  enter  college  because  of  the  increased 
birth  rate,

"Because  the  public  universities'  tuition  is  far  below  the  cost  of 
each  student's  education,  more  and  more  students  are  being  invited  to  get 
into  the  public  institutions  where  taxpayers  are  underwriting  a  larger 
number  and  a  widening  share  of  their  education j"  he  saidi 

"This  ironic  twist  should  be  underlined,"  he  continuedi  "The  taxpayer 
who  neglects  finahdial  suppdrt  of  private  education  is  automatically  increasing 
what  he  actually  contributes  to  education  via  taxes,., ^^rithout  the  privilege  of 
determining  where  and  how  his  support  is  di9ti<ibUted  and  vjithout  any  personal 
satisfaction.  There  is  serious  need  for  wide  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  public 
education  doesn't  cost  less  and  probably  costs  more. 

"Mahy  business  firms'U..* which  Bti    letlaliata  pointed  out  are  already 

generously  supporting  prilffrh'  feduCation  thtoiigh  taxes  and  which  have  a  duty 

I 
to  increase  their  support  of  private  educationiU"must  be  shoi'm  that  if 

they  do  not  voluntarily  give  financial  aid  to  private  educatibn  it  is  certain 

that  they  will  be  providing  more  support  for  education,  involvintarily,  through 

higher  taxes." 

In  commenting  upon  the  widening  disparsity  between  enrollments  in  the  ^ 
state  and  independent  institutions,  he  said: 

"There  is  fear  that  an  inordinate  continuance  of  this  trend  vjill  permit 

circumstances  that  will  interfere  xdth  the  quality  of  the  educational  process. 

At  present  our  public  universities  do  an  excellent  job.  But,  it  is  realized 

by  every  educator  that  this  is  due,  largely,  to  the  standards  of  excellence 

created  by  the  private  institutions  which  prod  the  state  governments  to  keep 

pace  with  the  best  that  the  independent  schools  have  pioneered.  And,  as  long 

as  competitive  comparisons  between  the  two  systems  are  important,  politicians 

will  find  it  unattractive  to  interfere  too  much  with  the  government-controlled 

schools*" 

"To  preserve  an  America  in  which  free  enterprise  may  flourish  requires 
the  existence  of  a  well-balanced  system  of  higher  education,"  he  said,  "with 
a  strong  array  of  independent  universities  and  colleges  who  must  be  kept 
strong  by  increased  voluntary  financial  support, "

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The  training  of  future  engineers  is  threatened  seriously  by  the 
critical  shortage  of  technical  drawing  teachers,  according  to  Prof.  Henry  C, 
Spencer,  director  of  the  technical  drawing  department  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Spencer  called  technical  drjswing  "the  language  of  technology 
everywhere"  and  "the  foundation  of  all  engineering  studies."  Yet  the  supply 
of  qualified  engineers  and  teachers  in  this  field  is  "nowhere  near  the 
demand  now,  or  for  the  immediate  future." 

Statistics  are  unavailable  as  to  how  many  technical  drawing-trained 
persons  are  needed  because  of  the  wide  variety  of  industrial  jobs  and  kinds 
of  schools  in  which  their  talents  are  required,  he  explained  in  an  interviewo 

But  in  trade  schools,  high  schools,  and  colleges  the  competition  for 
technical  drawing  teachers  is  so  keen,  that  monthly  starting  salaries  are 
higher  than  in  many  other  jobs.  He  said  a  beginning  technical  drawing 
instructor  in  the  average  university  earns  a  minimum  $liCO  a  month. 

I"'linois  Tech  is  the  only  uni"versity  in  the  country  that  has  an 
undergraduate  degree-granting  department  in  technical  drawing  and  a  graduate 
program  leading  to  a  master's  in  engineering  graphics. 

The  institute  offers  UO  courses  in  technical  drawing,  ranging  from  the 
basic  technical  drawing,  that  all  engineering  and  science  students  must  take, 
to  the  specialized  teacher-preparation  courses  on  the  graduate  level.

Some  of  the  unique  undergraduate  courses  leading  to  degrees  in 
technical  drawing,  Spencer  listed  as  electrical  drafting,  production 
illustration,  technical  sketching,  architectural  drawing,  pictorial 
representation,  and  industrial  design. 

Of  100  graduate  courses  are  included  engineering  graphics,  nomography 
(the  study  of  graphic  computational  charts),  audio-visual  aids  design,  and 
technical  illustration, 

"Although  the  needs  of  industry  are  considered  in  the  technical 
drawing  orograms,  the  primary  purpose  is  to  train  teachers  for  trade  schools, 
high  schools,  and  colleges,"  Spencer  said. 

The  graduate  program  in  engineering  graphics  is  designed  specifically 
for  students  planning  to  teach  college  technical  drawing.  Bachelor 
degree  graduates  of  engineering,  architecture,  and  technical  drawing  are 
eligible  to  enter  the  graduate  program. 

Technical  drawing  courses  are  offered  in  the  fall  and  spring 
semesters  in  both  day  and  evening  classes,  and  during  day  classes  in  the 
summer  session.  Inquiries  should  be  addressed  to:  Director  of  Admissions,

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Many  new  adaptations  will  be  necessary  to  accoirmiodate  properly  the 
substantially  larger  population  predicted  for  the  future,  Dr,  John  T, 
Rettallata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  declared 
today. 

Citing  estimates  placing  America's  population  in  excess  of  200,000,000 
persons  by  the  end  of  the  century,  Dr.  Rettaliata  told  members  of  the  Standard 
Club  that  "the  time  is  opportune  for  Chicago  to  reassert  its  leadership  of 
the  nation  in  architecture,  city  planning,  and  industrial  design. 

"The  shelters  we  build  and  where  we  build  them,  the  tools  we  work  with, 
the  pictures  we  make,  and  the  products  we  use,"  he  stated,  "all  must  be  newly 
conceived  and  designed  to  fit  the  developments  of  the  future." 

Using  the  execution  of  the  famed  "Chicago  Plan"  as  an  example  of 
notable  achievement,  the  Illinois  Tech  president  expressed  belief  in  Chicago 
as  the  logical  location  "to  become  more  of  a  focal  point,  in  mid-America,  for 
the  conception  and  incubation  of  planning  rescuroes  and  ideas o" 

This  belief,  he  added,  was  one  of  the  rean&ns responsible  for  a 
decision  to  expand  IIT's  education  programs  in  urban  planning,  architecture, 
and  design.  Another,  he  said,  is  a  lack  of  adequate  numbers  of  trained 
personnel  in  these  fields.

The  program,  currently  being  developed,  calls  for  the  establishment 
of  a  department  of  city  and  regional  planning,  the  expansion  of  the  curriculum 
of  its  architecture  department,  and  the  removal  of  the  Institute  of  Design 
from  its  present  location  on  N,  Dearborn  street  to  the  institute's  south 
side  canpus* 

All  three  departments  will  be  housed  in  a  new  building  being  constructed 
at  3Uth  and  Dearborn  streets.  It  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  this  summer. 

President  Rettaliata  said  providing  for  the  added  millions  who  will 
inhabit  the  cities  of  the  future  will  place  a  heavy  responsibility  on  the 
architects,  planners,  and  designers,  as  well  as  on  the  colleges  and  universities.

John  C,  Lee,  supervisor  of  hydraulic  power  equipment  ai  the  Foundation, 
said  the  pump  is  the  first  device  yet  developed  that  can  meter  and  pump  a 
fluid  continuously  without  splashing  and  without  the  use!  of  a  pressurized  tanka 

During  pumping,  the  milk  remains  inside  rubber  tubing  which  is  corjieeted 
to  an  ordinary  dairy  milk  tank  at  the  bottom  of  the  machine  where  it  is 
refrigerated,  Lee  explainfed* 

The  milk  is  pulled  by  trapping  it  in  the  rubber  tubing  between  tifo 
rollers,  A  third  roller  pushed  it  toward  the  outlet,  Eadh  roller  is  lifted 
by  means  of  a  specially-designed  cam  that  prevents  pulsation  in  the  discsharge 
of  the  liquid i 

Milk  dispensing  in  paper  cups  has  not  been  possible  before  because  of  a 
health  requirement  that  the  liquid  can  not  remain  in  the  unrefrigerated 
accumulator  tank  used  with  conventional  piunps. 

The  accumulator  tank  in  ordinary  pumps  prevents  splashing  by  reducing 
the  pulsation,  much  like  a  shock  absorber  in  an  automobile,  Lee  said.  The 
cam  in  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  pump  does  not  merely  reduce  pulsation, 
he  made  clear,  but  actually  eliminates  it,

"Everyone  complains  about  red  tape,  like  the  weather,"  explained  Dr, 
Henry  Ludmer,  conference  director,  "but  almost  no  one  ever  does  anything 
scientifically  about  it," 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Hoover  com-mission  estimates  there  are  175 
billion  pieces  of  paperwork  by  the  federal  government  each  year, 

"Some  paperwork  is  inevitable,"  he  said,  "but  it  appears  that  much  of 
it  is  unnecessary."

Educational  television  will  have  to  be  "sold" to  the  viewing  public 
if  it  is  to  achieve  substantial  popularitj'-,  Dr,  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  cautioned  today. 

The  x^rarning  against  early  over-optimism  was  issued  by  Rettaliata  at 
the  second  Chicago  area  Educational  Television  conference  held  in  the  Illinois 
Tech  Commons  building. 

In  attendance  were  some  1^0  representatives  of  colleges  and 
universities,  professional  schools,  museums,  libraries,  conservatories 
and  zoological  gardens,  as  well  as  networks  and  educational  TV  centers. 

Emphasizing  that  Chicago's  Channel  11  station  must  present  "first-rate 
educational  and  artistic  values,"  Rettaliata  said: 

"Television  is  a  new  tool  for  education,  and,  like  many  other  excellent 
things,  it  must  be  sold.,,not  only  to  those  who  will  provide  the  necessary 
financial  backing,  but  to  the  viewers, 

"This  will  require  blending  the  best  elements  of  education  and  of 
television  to  produce  shows  that  will  attract  and  interest  a  broad  cross- 
section  of  the  population," 

Rettaliata,  frho  is  educational  advisory  board  chairman  for  the  Chicago 
Educational  Television  association,  said  the  ultimate  results  of  educational 
TV  will  depend  on  its  effect  on  the  individual.

Pointing  out  that  Channel  11  telecasts  will  be  in  competition  with 
long-established  viewing  habits,  Rettaliata  expressed  the  belief  that 
"we  must  be  prepared  for  a  modest  beginning  and  win  our  audiences  through 
well -chosen  and  well-presented  programs," 

He  said  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  make  comparisons  with  the  huge 
audiences  watching  comriercial  programs;  Significant  comparison,  he  added,- 
would  be  mth  the  relatively  small  numbers  "who  would  be  exposed  to  the 
educational  offering  if  there  were  no  television." 

While  stressing  the  importance  of  good  showmanship,  Rettaliata 
declared  that  the  basic  objective  of  the  educational  TV  station  must  be 
to  raise  the  educational  level  of  the  community, 

"If  it  does  this,  even  on  a  modest  scale,"  he  said,  "it  will  be 
worth  many  times  the  effort  and  cost." 
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The  nation's  educational  television  move.ment  is  "beset  with  problems 
of  all  kinds  and  descriptions,"  the  second  Chicago  area  Educational 
Television  conference  was  told  today. 

The  difficulties  were  aired  by  Harry  K,  Newburn,  director  of  the 
Educational  Television  and  Radio  Center  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich, 

Speaking  at  a  luncheon  meeting  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technolog^,^,  Newburn  cited  some  of  the  major  problems  as: 

--Failure  of  community-t^'pe  stations  to  resolve  difficulties  in 
organiaation  and  long  range  support. 

—Delays  in  equipment  deliveries, 

— Problems  of  staff  members  in  learning  the  operation  of  com.plex  equipmen- 

— Inexperience  of  station  personnel  in  making  programs  attractive  and 
stimulating,  as  well  as  educational, 

— Difficulties  of  producers  in  coordinatirig  the  work  of  the  scholar  and 
teacher  with  that  of  the  professional,  an  essential  to  good  production. 

"To  date,"  Newburn  said,  "only  12  stations,  other  than  two  operated 
com  ercially  by  institutions  of  higher  learning,  have  begun  broadcasting,  and 
one  of  these  has  found  it  necessary  to  suspend  operations  temporarily, 

"Several  stations  are  struggling  along  on  inadequate  budgets,  InsufficienT 
staffs,  and  limited  broadcasting  schedules." 
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But  Newburn  cautioned  against  overemphasizing  the  problems,  "In  the 
first  place,"  he  said,  "it  should  be  realized  that  many  of  the  difficulties  are 
natural  outgrowths  of  the  newness  of  the  enterprise." 

Favorable  assets  "likely  to  be  overlooked  in  these  days  of  stress  and 
strain"  were  listed  by  Newburn  *s: 

—A  potential  television  audience  in  the  United  States  r,laced  as  high 
as  100  million  persons, 

Presence  of  a  vast  reservoir  of  experience  in  the  use  of  educational 

films  and  radio  and  commercial  television, 

—Great  talent  and  culture  available  in  the  places  where  future 
educational  television  stations  will  be  located, 

—Enthusiasm  of  the  American  people  for  educational  television  and  the 
ability  of  certain  gifted  persons  to  make  exceptional  use  of  the  medium  for 
educational  nuriDoses, 

As  of  now,  Newburn  said,  "there  are  about  100  localities  actively  engaged 
in  studying  the  possibilities  of  establishing  educational  television  outlets," 

Scheduled  to  go  on  the  air  soon  are  stations  in  such  key  areas  as 
Boston,  Denver,  Detroit,  New  Orleans  and  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  he  adde 

Newburn  warned  against  letting  entertainment  overshadow  education  in 
presenting  educational  television  programs, 

"If  such  programs  can  also  be  entertaining,  exciting  or  humorous— 
and  there  is  no  fundamental  reason  why  they  cannot—,  so  much  the  better,  he 

said. 

"But  entertainment,  excitement  and  humor  must  be  but  means  to  the 
educational  objective— not  ends  in  themselves.  The  purpose  must 
remain  educational  or  there  is  no  educational  television." 
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Two  Chicago  boys  planning  on  mechanical  engineering  careers  have  been

Vocational  high  school,  and  John  DeRuntz,  8856  So  Riclimond  street,  a  senior 
at  Calvuneto 

The  contest  winners  were  presented  one-year,  full-tuition  scholarships 
to  Illinois  Tech,  according  to  the  contest  director,  Eugene  C.  Pare,  IIT 
assistant  professor  of  technical  drawing. 

The  avrards  were  based  on  results  of  competitive  examinations  held  at 
Illinois  Tech  on  Feb.  19.  The  26  winners  in  the  advanced  machine  drafting 
division  of  the  contest  were  elibible  to  compete  for  the  awards, 

Englund,  son  of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Sven  Englund,  will  be  graduated  from  high 
school  in  February,  1956,  DeRuntz,  whose  parents  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  DeRuntz, 
will  be  graduated  in  June,  1955,  Both  youths  plan  to  study  mechanical 
engineering. 

More  than  600  students  oarticipated  in  the  drafting  competition  which 
is  sponsored  annually  by  Illinois  Tech  in  cooperation  with  the  Chicago 
public  high  schools.  Eighty-six  prizes  were  awarded  in  the  five  divisions 
for  drafting  I,  II,  III,  and  IV  and  advance  machine  drafting  students , 
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Growth  of  the  American  business  system  will  be  traced 
on  the  Learning  Brings  Adventure  program  to  be  presented  by  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  over  VIGN-TV  at  1:30  p.m.

"It's  Everybody's  Business,"  a  film  produced  by  the  UeS, 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  cooperation  with  E,  I,  duPont  de  Nemours  and 
company,  will  be  shown  on  the  program, 

Leverett  S,  Lyon,  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Chicago 
Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  will  discuss  the  film  with  Dr, 
Harry  Henig,  Illinois  Tech  professor  of  business  and  economics. 

The  March  30  show  will  be  the  final  program  in  the  series 
presented  by  Illinois  Tech, 
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College  graduates  should  have  "absolutely  no  concern  for  starting 
salary"  in  choosing  a  job,  a  Bell  and  Howell  company  executive  told  more  than 
300  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  students  March  23  during  Midwest 
Education-Indiistry  week, 

"Do  net  allow  jrourself  to  be  swayed  from  a  right  decision  by  job  offers 
of  extra  dollars  in  the  initial  pay  envelope/'  advised  William  A.  Roberts, 
Bell  and  Howell  executive  vice  president, 

"If  you  have  been  reasonably  correct  in  your  choice  of  work,  your 
salary  will  follow  the  job,  and  yor  x^^ill  be  paid  what  you  are  worth," 

With  a  rising  poDulaticn  of  50,000  citizens  every  week  and  a  one-third 
increase  in  the  working  force  of  the  nation  by  1975}  the  college  graduate 
of  today  has  "ooportunities  unlimited,"  Roberts  said. 

Speaking  on  "What  Lies  Ahead  for  the  College  Graduate,"  the  executive 
told  the  students  they  had,  on  an  average,  50  j'^ears  left  to  live,.  When 
broken  down  into  activities  such  as  sleeping,  eating,  and  working,  he  said, 
13a  years  are  proportioned  for  working, 

"VJe  are  free  to  determine  to  a  very  great  degree  how,  when,  and  where 
we  will  spend  these  ISa  years,  .  ,  We  truly  are  masters  of  our  own  destiny," 

In  planning  this  destiny,  Roberts  advocated  a  system  of  five-year 
planning,  and  suggested  the  students : 

—Determine  the  field  of  work  for  which  they  are  best  qualified  and  in 
which  they  would  be  happy o 
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—decide  on  the  industry  in  which  they  want  to  work  and  the  specific 
firm  in  that  industry, 

"Request  diversified  training  when  interviewing  for  a  job,  and  have 
it  agreed  prior  to  hiring, 

Roberts  advised  the  Illinois  Tech  students  that  they  should  plan  for 
a  "revolutionary"  change  in  business  organization.  The  change,  he  said, 
is  away  from  the  autocratic,  one-'-^an  rule  toward  direction  by  team 
management  or  group  administration, 

"There  exists  today  a  drastic  lack  of  properly-trained  management 
personnel,  and  the  need  for  talent  in  this  field  will  continue." 

Roberts '  address  was  sponsored  by  Sigma  Iota  Epsilon,  professional 
industrial  engineering  fraternity  at  Illinois  Tech,  in  cooperation  with 
the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers, 
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Educational  television  programs  should  be  "a  happy  marriage  of  good 
educational  and  good  television,"  Chicago  area  educators  were  advised  today. 

The  advise  came  from  Colby  Lewis,  production  manager  for  VJTTW — Chicago's 
educational  TV  channel — at  the  second  Educational  Television  conference  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

To  compensate  for  the  loss  of  color,  size,  and  three  dimension  when 
educators  switch  from  the  conventional  to  the  television  classroom,  Lewis 
advocated  "an  increased  emphasis  on  other  forms  of  visual  aopeal  and  visual 
variety." 

"It  would  be  wise  to  show  things  whenever  possible  instead  of 
decribing  them--and  better  still,  make  something  happen  to  these  things: 
show  them  in  motion,"  he  urged. 

Cauti'^-^ning  the  educators  that  in  both  shox'jmanship  and  education 
the  important  performance  "is  not  what  happens  in  the  performer,  but  what 
he  can  cause  to  happen  in  the  mind  of  the  spectator  ,"  Lewis  advised  them 
to  make  use  of  tested  appeals  of  effective  communication. 

"Among  them,"  he  said,  "are  humor,  rhythm,  mental  or  physical  dexterity, 
good  locks,  the  unusual,  sentiment — and  perhaps  even  sex  appeale" 

"Good  television  is  like  good  teaching:  it  is  action  that  produces 
a  reaction,"  Lewis  declared,  ^nt   he  warned  that  the  paramount  question  in 
mamy  proposed  program  should  be  "Is  it  practical  for  television  production?" 
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Lewis  predicted  a  big  jump  in  "classroom  attendance"  for  educators 
using  the  new  medium-. 

If  only  one  tenth  of  the  5  million  television  viex-iers  in  the  Chicago 

area  tune  in>  he  said,  "you  have  ^00,C00«  And  even  if  your  program  gets 

only  a  five  rating,  you  are  reaching  a  twentieth  of  them,  or  2^0,000 — that 
for  one  broadcast  as  against  a  class  of  $0," 
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Chicago  will  b^^  host  to  the  17th  annual  Serbian  national 
baskettall  tournament  Friday  through  Sunday,  April  1-3.

Other  entries  in  the  20-team  senior  field  include  Cleveland; 
East  Moline,  111,;  Gary,  Ind.;  Indiana  Harbor,  Ind.;  Massillon,  Ohio; 
Midland,  Pa.;  South  Bend,  Ind.;  ViTeirton,  W.  Va . ;  and  two  entries  from 
Chicago,  Detroit,  Milwaukee,  and  Pittsburgh. 

The  tournaiTient  will  get  under  way  Friday  with  South  Bend  meeting 
Gary  at  9  a.m.  and  Chicago  facing  East  Moline  at  10  a.m.  at  the  DeLaSalle 
gym.   They  will  be  followed  by  10  other  first  round  games. 

There  are  entries  from  Detroit,  Indiana  Harbor,  South  Bend,  and  Lcrain, 
Ohio,  in  the  junior  division,  and  teams  from  Cleveland,  Indiana  Harbor, 
Pittsburgh,  and  Lackawanna,  W,Y.,  in  the  girls'  tourney, 
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One  of  the  tournament  highlights  i/vill  be  the  selection  of  a  tournament 
queen  Saturday  night  at  the  Ashland  Boulevard  auditorium.  Van  Buren 
street  and  Ashland  boulevard.

American  Power  conference  at  the  Sherman  hotel  in  Chicago  March  30

"Progress  in  Power"  is  the  theme  of  this  year's  conference, 
sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  cooperation  with  lU 
universities  and  nine  engineering  societies. 

Topics  to  be  discussed  at  the  conference  will  include  atomic 
and  solar  energy,  the  St.  Lawrence  seaway,  salt  water  conversion, 
natTiral  gas  substitutes,  automatic  controls,  and  efficient  production 
methods .

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Two  research  grants  totaling  $U9,7lU  have  been  awarded  to  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  for  fundamental  studies  in  stress  analysis., 

A  S29;90U  grant  from  VJright  Air  Development  Center,  Wright- 
Patterson  Air  Force  Base,  Ohio,  provides  for  a  photo-elastie  investigation 
of  propeller  blade  retention  systems. 

The  second  grant,  worth  $19j8lO,  extends  a  two-year  contract  with 
the  Office  of  Ordnance  Research.  It  will  continue  research  dealing  with 
three-dimensional  photo-elasticity,  photo-plasticity,  and  photo-elastic 
materials  and  dynamic  stresses. 

Dr.  Max  M.  Frocht,  research  professor  of  mechanics  and  director  of  the 
Illinois  Tech  experimental  stress  analysis  laboratory,  will  direct  both 
projects. 

In  conducting  the  investigation  of  propellor  blade  retention  systems, 
use  will  be  made  of  a  three-dimensional  method  for  stress  analysis  which  has 
been  developed  at  the  IIT  photo-elastic  laboratory  under  Dr.  Frocht 's  direction, 

This  method  makes  it  possible  to  determine  the  actual  principal 
stresses  in  the  interior  of  a  body — something  which  was  not  possible  before 
this  development  took  place-. 

It  is  hoped  that  valuable  information  can  be  obtained  through  this 
research  project  for  more  rational  designs  of  propellor  blade  retention 
systems.. 
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The  United  States  will  have  a  nuclear  power  capacity  equal  to  its 
present  total  power  capacity  by  1977 j  it  was  predicted  today  by  an  official 
of  the  Atomic  Energy  coraTiission, 

The  forecast  T-'as  made  by  W,  Kenneth  Davis,  director  of  the  AEC  division 
of  reactor  development,  at  the  17th  annual  American  Power  conference,  sponsored 
by  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  the  Sherman  hotel,  Chicago. 

Having  a  capacity  of  ICO  millisn  kilowatts,  the  nuclear  plants  probably 
will  represent  an  investment  of  nearly  $20  billion,  he  estimated. 

He  cautioned,  however,  that  "we  are  still  some  distance  from  being  able 
to  show  even  on  paper  that  we  can  build  an  economic  nuclear  power  plant," 

"The  important  point  is  that  government  and  industry  are  firm  in  the 
belief  that  economic  power  plants  can  and  will  be  built,"  he  stressed. 

Davis  foresees  three  phases  in  the  transitio-^,  from  conventional  to 
nuclear  power  plants  in  the  United  States, 

After  an  "induction  phase"  in  which  "it  is  anticipated  some  fairly 
large  nuclear  plants  will  be  built,  largely  with  private  funds,"  an  era  of 
fast  expansion  will  follow  in  which  the  growth  of  the  industry  will  "snowball," 
Davis  predicted. 

When  the  expansion  point  is  reached,  he  said,  "it  is  not  difficult  to 
foresee  the  proportion  of  nuclear  power  plants  to  the  total  being  built 
increasing  from  perhaps  5  per -cent  to  60  per  cent  in  10  years  or  less," 
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The  final  phase  in  the  development,  he  added,  would  be  a  period  of 
"'slow  saturation"  when  the  proportion  of  new  nuclear  plants  reaches  "perhaps 
60  or  70  per  Rent." 

The  AEQ  official  stressed  the  necessity  of  getting  private  industry  into 
nuclear  power  development  on  an  incentive  rather  than  a  "cost-plus"  basis, 

(in  "cost-plus"  contracts,  industrj'-  is  reimbursed  for  all  costs  in  a 
project  a  nd  gets  other  predetermined  returns  but  does  not  gain  full  rights 
to  the  completed  project.) 

"Though  there  is  no  'law  of  nature'  which  says  that  nuclear  power  must 
be  cheaper  than  conventional  power,  I  believe  that  nuclear  power  can  compete 
with  and  even  be  produced  at  lover  cost  than  power  from  conventional  fuels 
if  its  development  is  carried  out  on  a  sound  basis,"  Davis  said. 

He  added,  however,  that  "under  'cost-plus'  contracts  we   will  never  have 
the  incentive  that  leads  to  the  ingenuity  and  initiative  required  to  get  the 
costs  down  to  a  competitive  level," 

"Industry  must  do  this  reducing  if  it  is  to  be  done,"  Davis  said. 

Nuclear  power  expansion  in  this  country  will  depend  upon  the 
"calculated  risks"  of  individual  producers,  Davis  declared,  that  is  "the 
number  of  individual  producers  who  decide  that  the  construction  and  operation 
of  nuclear  power  plants  offer  long-range  advantages  •which  outweigh  the 
disadvantages," 

"This  is  the  kind  of  decision  which  industry  has  had  to  make  many 
times  in  the  past. — and  the  results  have  contributed  much  to  our  present 
standard  of  living,"  Davis  asserted, 
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Socialization  of  the  power  industry  is  inevitable  unless  the 
nation's  public  power  policy  is  changed,  a  private  utility  executive 
warned  today  in  Chicago, 

The  charge  was  made  by  Alexander  M,  Beebee,  president  of  the  Rochester 
(NiY*)  Gas  and  Electric  corporatio:,  at  the  American  Power  conference, 
sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  at  the  Sherman  hotel. 

He  called  for  a  halt  to  the  government's  "discrimination  and 
subsidization"  power  policy  which  "benefits  a  few  at  the  expense  of  many," 

Principles  underlying  public  power  programs  have  outlived  their 
usefulness  and  no  longer  serve,  the  public  interest,  Beebee  asserted, 

"As  we  see  it,"  he  explained,  "either  the  whole  power  industry  of  the 
country  should  be  allowed  to  avoid  taxes  and  interest,  or  they  all  should 
carry  their  fair  share  of  these  burdens," 

Beebee  said  private  utilities  are  not  seeking  special  privilege,  but 
rather  "equality  of  opportunity  and  equality  of  taxation*" 

From  UO  to  50  per  cent  of  the  private  electric  utility  revenue  goes  to 
pay  taxes  and  interest  on  plant  investment,  according  to  Beebee, 

While  the  avoidance  of  taxes  and  interest  may  help  a  particular  area, 
he  said  the  "drowning"  effect  on  the  rest  of  the  country  must  be  considered. 
He  pointed  out  that  those  who  benefit  from  public  power  developments  constitute 
only  about  12  per  cent  of  the  population. 
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Public  programs  generally  utilize  hydro  power  (pbwer  from  f  ailing  water) , 
which  avoids  the  cost  of  fuel  required  in  steam-produced  power,  he  admitted, 
but  added  the  savings  is  only  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  most  electric 
service* 

The  savings  "is  not  the  great  factor  many  think,  as  compared  with  the 
ho  to  50  per  cent  involved  in  orivate  utility  operation, "  he  said, 

"Lower  electric  rates  in  public  power  areas  is  only  partly  the  result 
of  hydro  operation.  .  ,  It  is  primarily  the  result  of  avoiding  taxes  and 
other  burdens  which  the  great  majority  of  the  people  must  carry." 

Beebee  charged  the  people  in  the  "benefited"'  areas  with  fighting  for 
the  continuance  of  the  special  privilege  "to  avoid  their  fair  share  of  costs." 

The  problem  of  public  versus  orivate  power  is  not  one  of  engineering, 
but  of  political  philosophy,  he  declared,  explaining  that  subsidies  were 
allowed  to  develop  during  the  depression  to  "jack  up"  certain  local 
underdeveloped  economies. 

Modern  means  of  transportation,  communication,  and  modern  availability 
of  energy  have  changed  this  picture,  he  said.  Taxes  that  formerly  were  a 
small  portion  of  the  cost  of  things  have  multiplied  and  now  constitute  a 
tremendous  burden  on  all  enterprise, 

"As  a  result,  each  area  now  tends  to  coirpete  with  others  for  business 
in  the  national  markets,  as  well  as  for  the  industries  themselves,"  to  the 
extend  that  continued  subsidization  "threatens  the  national  economy  and 
our  form  of  government," 
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Expanded  use  of  closed  circuit  television  in  industry  and  the  home  within 
the  next  10  years  was  forecast  today. 

Television  will  be  utilized  in  virtually  all  industrial  processes  and, 
possibly,  even  in  the  home  for  viewing  children  in  the  nursery,  declared 
Robert  H.  Johnston,  Mid'^est  manager  of  the  General  Precision  Laboratory,  Inc. 

The  prediction  was  made  at  the  17th  annual  American  Power  conference, 
sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  at  the  Sherman  hotel^j,  Chicago. 

The  number  of  industrial  applications  of  television  has  grovm  steadily, 
Johnston  said.  He  estimated  there  are  between  1,200  and  1,500  industrial 
installations  in  the  nation  today, 

Johnston  outlined  four  areas  of  industrial  television  use: 

1,  Distant — where  action  occurs  too  far  away  to  be  seen  clearly,  such 
as  railroad  cars  in  a  switching  yard,  shoplifters  in  a  store,  blueprints  from 
a  central  drafting  room,  or  signatures  in  a  bank, 

2,  Dangerous — such  as  radioactive  areas,  atomic  explosions,  or  the 
rear  end  of  jet  engines, 

3,  Educational — where  action  is  confined  to  an  area  too  small  for  the 
desired  audience.  One  example  is  a  medical  operation,  where  thousands  of 
students  can  see  at  close  range, 

k*  Economical — where  a  television  circuit  could  relieve  personnel  for 
more  productive  jobs.  In  the  power  industry,  for  instance,  it  is  possible  to 
operate  several  substations  at  the  same  time  by  using  a  television  camera  to 
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Conversion  of  sea  water  to  fresh  water  at  reasonable  cost  appears  in 
sight,  David  S,  Jenkins,  director  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  f? aline 
water  conversion  program,  said  today  in  Chicago. 

Speaking  at  the  17th  annual  meeting  of  the  ilmerican  Power  conference  at 
the  Sherman  hotel,  Jenkins  said  conversion  studies  have  shoim  "very  promising" 
results-. 

He  said  field  testing  of  one  conversion  process  is  in  progress  and  two 
or  three  other  processes  will  be  far  enough  advanced  by  next  year  to  warrant 
field  testing. 

Conservation  methods  alone  will  not  be  sufficient  to  end  the  world's 
growing  water  shortage,  Jenkins  asserted, 

"The  obvious  answer  to  the  problem,"  he  said,  "is  to  obtain  the  water 
from  the  sea.  The  oceans  constitute  three-fourths  of  the  surface  of  the  earth 
and  afford  an  inexhaustible  source  of  water," 

He  stressed,  hovever,  that  the  high  cost  of  conversion  still  is  the 
main  roadblock  in  large-scale  conversion  plans, 

"But  encouraging  results  are  being  obtained  and  it  now  appears  that  in 
time  conversion  of  both  brackish  and  sea  water  will  be  feasible,"  he  declared. 

He  stated  that  21;  research  and  development  contracts  have  been  let,  and 
that  several  have  been  completed  with  promising  results. 
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The  acute  need  for  converted  water  was  emphasized  by  Jenkins, 
saying  that  "in  certain  areas  of  the  United  States  groimd  water  is 
being  withdrai^m  at  30  times  the  rate  of  replenishment  and  ground  water 
pumping  has  caused  intrusion  of  salt  water  from  the  sea  both  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  seaboard." 
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The  electric  utility  in'dustry  was  w-rned  today  that  it  must  prepare 
for  a  l-billion-dollar  annual  increase  in  household  electricity  business 
within  10  years© 

The  warninp  was  issued  by  John  ¥,  Evers,  president  of  the  Commonwealth 
Edison  company,  at  the  17th  annual  American  Power  conference,  sponsored  by 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  at  the  Sherman  hotel  in  Chicago. 

He  based  his  prediction  on  figures  used  by  President  Eisentpwer  in 
his  recent  economic  message. 

The  problems  involved  in  increased  use  of  electricity — which  will  run 
the  entire  gamut  of  utility  operations — will  be  "made  more  acute  by  the 
shortage  of  trained  engineers,"  Evers  declared. 

The  electric  utility  industry  also  faces  an  education  nroblem,  he 
added,  for  architects,  builders,  and  owners  of  homes  must  be  made  to  realize 
that  it  costs  so  little  more  to  wire  not  only  for  the  present  but  also  for 
the  future  4 

Commenting  on  future  predictions  by  leaders  in  the  industry,  Evers 
called  some  of  the  things  they  say  "a  bit  fantastic," 

But  he  added  that  recent  experiences  of  Coirimonwealth  Edison  in  two 
areas— nuclear  power  and  automation — indicate  "there  is  more  truth  than 
fantasy  in  these  predictions," 

He  labeled  as  "not  unlikely"  the  prospect  that  a  nuclear  power  plant 
will  be  a  part  of  this  country's  economic  future  by  1965, 
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"We  are  reasonabley  certain,"  Evers  said,  "that  some  day  nuclear 
power  will  compete  economically  with  our  conventional  plants.  We  l<^ok 
forward  to  economic  nuftlear  power  as  a  favorable  prospect  for  both 
Commonx-j-salth  Edison  and  the  electric  industry  at  larg«," 

Evers  believes  the  electronic  computer  xfhioh  Coirjncrmealth  Miscn 
is  installing  this  summer  "will  ultimately  save  us  $7^^,000  a  yf^ar  bef«jre 
federal  income  texes," 

The  number  of  employes  in  the  company's  revenue  acC'^^unting 
department  thus  should  be  reduced  from  I47O  to  270,  making  it  possible 
to  assign  200  persons  to  other  work,  he  explained^ 

Evers  said  the  future  for  the  publicly  owned  private  electric 
companies  appears  bright,  "I  am  sure  that  they  are  willing,  able,  and 
anxious  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  ever-growing  demands  for  electric 
service.  If  this  growth  is  to  be  sound,  the  growth  of  nur   whol-ji 
economy  must  be  sound*

It  will  be  a  long  time  before  energy  from  the  sua  competes  with 
combustion  fuel  and  electricity,  but  it  can  compete  right  now  with 
animal  and  man  power* 

That's  the  opinion  of  solar  expert  Farrington  Daniels,  chairman 
of  the  department  of  chemistry  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  who  spoke 
today  at  the  17th  annual  American  Power  conference  at  the  Sherman  hotel,  Chicago, 

The  three-day  conference,  sponsored  by  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology j  concludes  this  afternoon. 

The  main  difficulty  in  the  use  of  solar  energy,  Daniels  said,  is  that 
it  "is  too  diffuse  and  expensive  devices  are  needed  for  raising  its  temperature e'' 

He  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  solar  engine  or  other  device  that 
can  approach  the  2^  per  cent  efficiency  needed  for  the  conversion  of  heat 
into  power  or  electricity, 

"A  device  for  even  5  pei"  cent  efficiency  of  conversion  is  prohibitively 
expensive  now  in  competition  with  combustion  fuel,"  he  explained* 

Daniels  stressed,  however,  that  devices  with  even  5  or  10  per  cent 
efficiency  could  effectively  replace  man  and  animal  power  now  being  used  for 
heavy  laboring  purposes  in  backvrard  areas  of  the  world. 

It  is  impractical  now  for  -solar  energy  to  compete  with  conventional 
form  in  the  United  States  but  "we  should  think  of  competing  with  man  power 
and  animal  power  in  Asia,  Africa  and  South  America,"  he  declared. 
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"To  solve  the  problems  for  our  friends  in  other  parts  of  the  world, 
let's  forget  our  professional  pride  and  try  to  devise  solar  engines  not  with 
20  to  3^  per  cent  conveision  of  heat  into  work,  but  with  only  $   to  10  pel  cent 
conversion,"  he  urged, 

Daniels  warned  that  both  nuclear  and  solar  energy  are  needed  to  augment 
the  world's  rapidly  diminishing  supplies  of  natural  gas,  petroleum  and  coalo 

But,  he  continued,  "I  am  not  worried  about  our  energy  resources.  We 
can  face  the  future  with  confidence  if  we  can  control  the  world's  population 
problems  and  its  political  ills.  We  should  take  our  future  fuel  shortage 
seriously,  but  we  need  not  be  frightened  by  it," 

Research  into  the  energy  possibilities  of  both  nuclear  and  solar  energy/ 
is  moving  forvirard  rapidly,  he  said,  but  "atomic  energy  will  come  first  because 
millions  of  dollars  have  been  invested  in  it,  while  almost  no  suppor';  has 
gone  into  solar  energy  research," 

"Atomic  energy  will  come  in  large  expensive  units  as  central  power 
stations  while  solar  energy  will  come  in  small  inexpensive  units  in  rural 
areas,"  he  asserted* 

Effective  use  of  solar  energy  for  house-heating  purposes  is 
comparatively  simple,  Daniels  said.  The  main  oroblems  here,  he  stated  are 
in  collecting  and  storing  the  heatc 

Other  areas  where  energy  from  the  sun  might  be  effectively  utilized, 
Daniels  reported,  include  for  refrigeration  and  in  the  distillation  of  sea 
water.  He  said  solar  cooking  has  been  promoted  in  India  but  is  as  yet 
too  expensive  for  general  acceptance, 
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A  total  of  $Ii,6lO  was  raised  for  scholai*ships  through  the  annual 
Moholy-Nagy  memorial  auction  sponsored  by  Institute  of  Design  students 
st  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  art  objects— including  paintings, 
drawings,  sculpture,  and  photographs — were  sold  during  the  auction 
March  2$,     All  the  works  were  contributed  by  noted  American  and 
European  artists. 

The  proceeds— less  expenses  for  operating  the  auction — will 
be  used  to  finance  scholarships  for  Institute  of  Design  students  who 
would  not  be  able  to  continue  their  studies  without  financial  assistance. 

Scholarships  will  provide  full  tuition  of  $325  for  one  semester 
or  half- tuition,  depending  on  the  needs  of  the  recipients,  according 
to  the  auction  chairman,  Shirley  Courtois,  an  Illinois  Tech  sophomore. 

The  Moholy-Nagy  auction  and  scholarship  fund  were  established 
in  19U8  in  honor  of  the  late  Lazlo  Moholy-Nagy,  Hungarian  designer 
and  educator  who  developed  the  basic  training  plan  at  the  famous  Bauhaus 
school  in  Germany,  " 

After  the  Bauhaus  was  closed  by  the  Naais  in  1933,  Moholy-Nagy 
came  to  the  United  States  and  founded  the  Institute  of  Design  in  1937 
as  a  new  Bauhaus,

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Development  of  a  !|U5>000,000  education  and  research  center  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  is  approximately  SO  per  cent  completed, 
Dr,  John  T,  Rettkliata,  president,  stated  tonight i 

Illinois  Tech's  part  in  a  $226,000,000  redevelopment  program  under  way 
on  the  city's  central  south  side  was  described  by  Rettaliata  tonight  at  a 
meeting  of  the  South  Side  Bankers  association  at  the  South  Side  Swedish  club.. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Institute's  over-all  plan  calls  for  the 
erection  of  $0   buildings,  many  of  which  have  been  completed.  He  detailed 
accomplishments  to  date  as  follows: 

— Acquisition  of  more  than  90  acres  of  a  planned  110-acre  campus, 
known  as  Technology  Center, 

— Completion  of  17  new  buildings  for  classrooms,  laboratories,  and 
housing, 

— Construction  in  progress  on  three  buildings.  Two  are  student-staff 
apartment  buildings,  and  the  other  a  classroom  building  to  house  the  school's 
department  of  architecture,  its  Institute  of  Design,  and  a  newly-created 
urban  and  regional  planning  department, 

— Construction  to  start  this  year  on  four  other  buildings.  They  include 
an  electrical  engineering  and  physics  building  which  will  house  the  nation's 
first  nuclear  reactor  for  industrial  research,  the  Allen  C,  Lewis  liberal 
studies  classroom  building,  and  two  fraternity  houses. 

The  remining  buildings  are  expected  to  be  erected  during  the  next

He  said  the  Institute  has  experincJed  "spectacular"  growth  since  its 
formation  in  19hO  by  the  merger  of  Armour  Indtitnte  of  Technology  and  the 
Lewis  Institute,  At  that  time,  IIT  was  housed  in  a  half  dozen  old  buildings 
situated  on  seven  acres  of  ground, 

"In  the  15  years,"  he  added,  "Capital  assets  have  grown  from 
approximately  $5,000,000  to  $27,000,000,  and  the  annual  operating  budget 
increased  from  $1,^00,000  to  more  than  $16,000,000,  Illinois  Tech  trains  more 
engineering  students,  in  day  and  evening  classes,  than  any  Other  college  or 
university  in  the  country," 

Similar  growth  has  been  recorded  by  Armour  Research  Foundation,  research 
affiliate  of  IIT,  he  declared.  The  foundation,  which  started  in  1936  with  an 
annual  budget  of  $hO,000  and  three  scientists,  currently  employs  more  than 
1,100  people,  and  does  an  annual  research  volume  of  nearly  $12,000,000, 

He  expressed  confidence  in  the  successful  accomplishment  of  the 
Institute's  program,  adding: 

"All  of  this  has  been  done,  and  will  be  done,  with  private  capital,  for 
the  advancement  of  private  education.  It  is  a  dramatic  demonstration  of 
accomplishment  by  private  education,  made  possible  by  the  cooperation  of 
private  business  enterprise,"' 

He  noted  a  trend,  in  recent  years,  toward  rapidly  rising  enrollments 
in  the  publicity  supported  colleges  and  universities,  at  the  expense  of  the 
private  institutions,  and  urged  support  of  the  orivate  schools  to  maintain 
a  balance  between  the  tTTO  systems, 

"The  quality  of  the  tax-supported  education,"  he  said,  "needs  the 
competition  provided  by  healthy  private  institutions  whose  freedom  from 
governmental  direction  will  permit  them  to  push  ahead  to  new  standards, 

"Without  that  competition,  the  quality  of  education  provided  by  the 

public  colleges  will  fade.  Business  and  industry  will  suffer  as  the  quality

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The  Institute  of  Design  is  widely  knoxm  because  it  is  the  direct 
descendant  of  the  Bauhaus,  a  school  established  in  Germany  following  World 
War  I  which  exerted  world-wide  influence  in  the  development  of  modern  art 
until  it  was  closed  by  the  hostile  Nazi  government  in  1933.  The  United  States' 
descendant  is  credited  with  having  changed  the  teaching  methods  of  most  of 
the  nation's  art  and  design  schools. 

The  late  Moholy-Nagy,  a  leading  Hungarian  artist-educator  who  developed 
the  basic  training  courses  of  The  Bauhaus,  established  the  Institute  of 
Design  in  October,  1937,  at  the  invitation  of  a  group  of  Chicago  civic  leaders. 

It  opened  its  doors  to  20  students  in  tha  old  Marshall  Field  mansion 
on  Chicago's  Prairie  avenue,  later  moved  to  the  present  quarters  of  Chicago's 
Chez  Paree,  supper  club,  and  still  later  to  its  present  qo^arters,  the  former 
home  of  the 'Chicago  Historial  Society  at  632  North  Dearborn  street  in  Chicago. 

Shortly  following  the  death  of  Moholy-Nag:,^,  in  19h6,  the  school's 
trustees,  headed  by  Walter  Paepcke,  chairman  of  the  Container  Corporation, 
discussed  with  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  the  annexation  of  the  school 
as  a  special  department.  The  merger  took  effect  in  December,  19U9. 

The  move  gave  the  Institute  of  Design  much-needed  administrative  help 
and  the  opportunity  to  offer  accredited  college  degrees;  it  is  expected  to 
permit  Illinois  Tech  to  integrate  design  into  its  already  extensive  program 
in  science,  technology,  and  the  liberal  arts. 

The  appointment  of  the  school's  new  director  is  related  to  recent 
steps  undertaken  by  Illinois  Tech  to  expand  the  facilities  and  services  of 
the  Institute  of  Design. 

In  addition  to  the  creation  of  a  new  home  for  the  school,  Illinois  Tech 
is  creating  a  new  academic  division  of  design  which  will  permit  interuse  of 
the  facilities  of  the  design  school,  its  architectural  department,  and  the 
new  department  of  urban  and  regional  planning  and  their  mutual  advaiicempnt, 
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Starting  salaries  for  beginning  engineers  have  reached  an  all-time  high 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

A  survey  of  the  January  graduating  class  at  Illinois  Tech  shows  that 
engineers  received  an  average  starting  salary  of  $383  per  month* 

This  is  $10  more  than  a  year  ago--the  previous  high — according  to 
Earl  C,  Kubicek,  IIT  director  of  alumni  relations  and  placement* 

Kubicek  attributed  the  increase  to  the  nation's  shortage  of 
technically- trained  personnel. 

"The  situation  is  such  that  many  employers  no  longer  are  paying  attention 
to  a  graduate's  draft  status,"  he  said, 

Kubicek  pointed  out  that  a  record  200  companies  sent  representatives  to 
interview  Illinois  Tech  January  engineering  graduates.  Each  graduate  was 
interviewed  by  an  average  of  seven  companies,  approximately  the  same  ratio 
for  the  past  three  years. 

The  highest  paid  IIT  graduates  this  year  were  the  chemical  engineers,  who 
received  an  average  starting  salary  of  $398,  a  $k   increase  over  January,  19^1;, 

The  biggest  dollar  increase  occured  in  the  mechanical  engineering  field 
where  salaries  jumped  from  $370  to  $392  per  month. 

Starting  pay  for  electrical  engineers  went  from  $36?  to  $386   and  for 
industrial  engineers  from  $350  to  $3^3* 

Only  decline  was  in  the  civil  engineering  field  where  staring  salaries 
dropped  from  $388  in  January,  195U,  to  $378  this  year. 
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Kubicek  explained,  however,  that  the  drop  in  civil  engineering  was 
influenced  by  a  90  per  cent  participation  in  the  job  survey  by  January- 
civil  engineering  graduates,  Onlj   60  per  cent  took  part  last  year,  he  said* 

Kubicek  said  the  January,  19^5^  average  of  $333  for  all  engineering 
fields  was  an  increase  of  $20  ever  the  average  starting  wage  for  the  June, 
195U,  class. 

Averages,  based  on  the  starting  salaries  of  combined  June  and  mid-year 
graduating  classes,  have  increased  every  year  since  19U9  when  the  average 
was  $282  per  month.  In  19^0  it  jumped  to  $258;  1951,  $2953  ^9^2,   $328j 
1953,  *'362j  and  195U,  $368. 

The  starting  salary  for  IIT  beginning  engineers  was  $23  above  the 
estimated  national  average  of  $36(^  this  year,  Kubicek  said. 

He  attributed  the  higher  salary  to  work  experience  most  IIT  students 
gained  in  private  industry  prior  to  graduation, 

"Illinois  Tech  always  attempts  to  get  its  students  part-time  jobs 
in  the  summer, "  he  explained,  "As  a  result,  many  of  them  will  have  a 
full  year's  experience  by  the  time  they  graduate," 

Kubicek  said  this  year's  figures  are  for  students  receiving  a 
bachelor '3  degree  and  planning  to  work  a  hO-hour  week.  They  are  bas3d 
on  reports  from  7U  per  cent  of  the  engineering  graduating  class  of  95*

The  failure  to  prepare  enough  scientists  and  engineers  poses  one  of  the 
most  serious  threats  to  the  nation's  continuedprosperity  and  a  strong  national 
defense. 

"Qualified  scientific  manpower  is  our  most  important  asset,"  declared 
Dr,  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  diredtoi'  6f  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicagd. 

Leedy  spoke  tonight  at  a  dihnei*  meeting  of  the  Chicago  chapter  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Chemists  at  the  Chicago  Engineers  clubo 

There  is  a  serious  technical  manpower  shortage,  eepeclally  in  electronics, 
mechanics,  and  physics,  according  to  the  research  director, 

"It  is  a  condition  which  is  destined  to  become  more  critical  unless  the 
steady  decline  in  the  number  of  college  engineering  graduates  is  reverpcd, " 
Leedy  asserted* 

He  pointed  out  that  the  number  of  engineering  graduates  in  the  United 
States  has  fallen  off  one-third  in  the  last  two  years,  while  the  Russians 
have  nearly  doubled  their  graduating  classes, 

A  prolonged  continuation  of  this  trend  could  have  at  least  two  serious 
results,  he  asserted: 

"1b  a  leveling  off  of  technological  progress,  thereby  slowing  further 
increases  in  the  standard  of  living, 

"2,  Loss  of  this  nation's  technological  superiority  to  the  Soviet 
Union,  thus  enabling  Russia  to  dominate  the  world," 
,  /n/r-^  -more- 
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Leedy  said  that  American  industry  and  the  government  recognize  the 
importance  of  research  and  development,  and  probably  will  continue  their 
record  expenditures  in  this  direction, 

"But  these  record  expenditures  cannot  compensate  for  the  lack  of 
qualified  engineers  and  scientists,"  he  added, 

Leedy  said  he  expects  the  nation's  productivity — key  to  a  higher  standard 
of  living — to  more  than  double  in  the  next  20  years,  providing  the  technical 
manpower  problem  is  overcome. 

He  listed  four  "healthful  signs"  pointing  to  increased  man-hour  output t 

"1,  Management's  willingness  to  invest  in  research  and  development, 

"2,  Management's  willingness  to  invest  capital  to  expand  facilities, 

"3,  Management's  willingness  to  try  and  to  exploit  new  production 
methods , 

"U,  Management's  recognition  of  the  need  for  a  humanitarian  attitude 
toward  employees  to  obtain  the  greatest  output," 

Leedy  said  the  increase  in  productivity  will  result  in  "fewer  working 
hours,  greater  pay,  more  jobs,  and  better  working  and  living  conditions," 

He  called  automation-the  pushbutton  factory — just  a  new  word  for 
industry's  efforts  to  increase  productivity. 

Objections  to  the  spread  of  automatic  machinery  were  dismissed  by 
Leedy,  who  stated  "there  is  no  advantage  in  perpetuating  outmoded  processes 
that  keep  man-hour  output  at  a  low  level," 

He  said  increased  mechanization  on  numerous  occasions  has  caused 
temporary  dislocations  and  new  problems  for  both  labor  and  management,  but 
the  net  result  always  has  been  for  the  better, 

"History  has  shown  that  for  every  job  eliminated  by  machines, 
many  new  ones  are  created  through  the  introduction  of  new  and  better 
products  or  services,"  he  declared,

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Adjustment  of  tuitions  at  state  educational  institutions  to  approach 
a  more  reasonable  tuition  relationship  with  privately  supported  colleges  would 
help  restore  a  better  balance  of  enrollment  between  the  public  and  private 
schools. 

This  was  the  opinion  expressed  tonight  by  Dr,  John  T,  Rettaliata, 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  at  a  dinner  meeting  of  the 
Purchasing  Agents  association  of  Chicago  at  the  Hotel  Sherman, 

Cost  differentials  are  resulting  in  a  "sharp  disturban'se  in  the 
distribution  of  our  dual  education  system  which  is  viewed  with  apprehension 
by  thoughtful  people,"  Rettaliata  declared. 

He  said  the  195U  fall  enrollments  in  the  public  institutions  exceeded 
those  of  the  independent  universities  and  colleges,  which  once  enrolled  twice 
as  many  students  as  the  public  ones,  by  27  per  cent.  This  difference  was 
nearly  double  that  of  the  preceding  year,  he  added, 

Rettaliata  added  that  the  contrast  was  even  more  pronounced  in  the  case 
of  students  entering  college  for  the  first  time,  citing  1951i  enrollments  at 
the  public  schools  of  k9   per  cent  in  excess  of  the  privately  supported  oneSo 

"This  pattern  projected  into  the  future,"  he  said,  "indicates  that  uriesc 
other  provisions  are  mads^  the  overwhelming  majority  of  college  students  socn 
mil  be  seeking  education  in  tax  supported  universities  and  colleges r." 

Pointing  out  that  the  independent  schools  have  been  forced  to  increase 

tuitions  an  average  of  78  per  cent  since  19i;0,  he  said: 

-more- 
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"Analysis  of  the  increasing  disproportionate  attendance  between  public 
and  private  institutions  indicates  that  the  financial  aspects  of  attending 
college  are  a  major  factor  in  influencing  the  student's  selection  of  his 
college, 

"In  most  state  institutions,  because  of  their  tax  subsidy,  the  tuition 
and  fees  do  not  cover  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  actual  educational  costs, 
"It  would  be  desirable,  in  the  interest  of  giving  the  taxpayer  some 
relief,  as  well  as  maintaining  a  more  traditional  enrollment  pattern,  if 
the  state  institutions  would  restore  a  more  reasonable  tuition  relationship 
with  the  private  institutions." 

Rettaliata  stressed  the  importance,  in  the  American  economy,  of  a 
well-balanced  system  of  higher  education  which  includes  a  strong  representation 
of  independent  universities  and  colleges. 

In  urging  public  support  of  the  independent  schools,  he  pointed  out 
that  "because  the  state  universities  are  keeping  their  tuitions  far  below 
the  cost  of  each  student's  education,  more  and  more  students  are  being  invited 
to  get  into  the  public  institutions  where  taxpayers  will  be  underwriting 
a  larger  number  of  students  and  a  greater  share  of  the  cost  of  their  education., 

"The  ironical  result  to  the  taxpayer  who  neglects  financial  support 
of  private  education,"  he  added,  "is  that  he  automatically  increases  what 
he  actually  contributes  to  education  through  taxes .. .without  the  privilege 
of  determining  whereand  how  his  support  is  distributed  and  wi ;:hoat  recognition 
or  personal  satisfaction."

The  lectureship  is  sponsored  by  IIT's  Omicron  chapter  of  Phi  Lambda 
Upsilon,  honorary  chemical  society. 

It  was  established  in  honor  of  Dr.  B«  B.  Freud,  professor  emeritus 
of  chemistry,  and  the  late  Professor  Harry  R.  McCormack,  who  founded  the 
departments  of  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering,  respectively,  at  Illinois 
Tech. 

A  plaque  honoring  the  outstanding  chemistry  senior  in  each  class  since 
19U9  will  be  dedicated  by  Dr.  Martin  Kilpatrick,  chairman  of  the  IIT  chemistry 
department,  according  to  Kenneth  C,  Kemp,  Illinois  Tech  graduate  student  and

Dr.  Forster  currently  is  giving  a  series  of  lectures  at  several  American 
universities  during  his  visit  to  this  country.  He  is  doing  research  on 
polariaation  of  fluorescence,  spectra,  and  transfer  of  electronic  energy. 
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The  first  construction  permit  for  a  private  nuclear  reactor  for 
industrial  reseprch  has  been  issued  by  the  U»  S.  Atomic  Energy  commission  tc 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago* 

The  permit  was  issued  jointly  to  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  and 
North  /American  Aviation,  Inc.,  which  has  been  awarded  the  contract  to  construct 
the  reactor. 

Allocation  of  uranium  235,  which  will  serve  as  fuel  for  the  device,  also 
is  included  in  the  permit,  according  to  Dr.  Richard  F,  Humphreys,  the 
Foundation's  reactor  project  director. 

Construction  of  the  nuclear  reactor  is  under  way  at  North  American 
Aviation's  Downey,  Calif,,  plant.  Work  on  the  five-floor  building  housing  the 
reactor  iirill  start  in  May  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  reactor  will  be  part  of  an  electrical  engineering  and  physics 
research  building  to  be  built  in  the  block  bounded  by  Dearborn,  State,  3i;th, 
and  35th  streets  on  Chicago's  near  south  side. 

Gen,  K,  D,  Nichols,  general  manager  of  the  comraipion,  issued  the  permit 
after  the  AEC  reviewed  plans  for  the  reactor,  as  provided  for  by  the  195U 
Atomic  Energy  act,  and  det-rmined  that  the  approach  to  the  problem  of 
containment  of  radioactive  gases  is  reasonable* 

However,  the  granting  of  the  permit  is  contingent  on  the  commission's 

final  aporoval  of  the  Foundation's  proposed  health  and  safety  procedures  for  the 

reactor.  They  currentlj'-  are  being  studied  jointly  by  the  AEC  and  the  Foundation, 
U/13/55  -more- 
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Gen»  Nichols  said  the  final  operating  conditions  and  restrictions  will 
be  based  on  the  results  of  tests  to  be  performed  on  the  Foundation's  type  of 
reactor  in  the  near  future.

Product  design  students  at  Ill's  Institute  of  Design  are  trying  to 
develop  outdoor  living  quarters  that  will  retain  the  primitive  quality 
characteristic  of  camp  life  while  using  contemporary  design  and  materials « 

It's  all  part  of  a  $5,000  experimental  shelter  design  project  being 
conducted  for  the  Yoxing  Men's  Christian  association  of  Chicago* 

Replacing  the  traditional  log  cabins  and  canvas  tents  will  be  structures 
made  from  sheet  plywood,  plastics,  and  other  conteirporary  materials  that  will 
give  higher  performance,  according  to  the  project  director,  Charles  Forberg, 

Forberg,  who  is  assistant  professor  of  shelter  design  at  Illinois  Tech, 
explained  that  both  social  and  functional  aspects  of  camp  shelter  are  being 
considered  in  the  plans* 

"Sleeping  quarters  will  be  designed  to  permit  informal  arrangements 
throughout  the  camp  site  rather  than  the  traditional  army  barracks  type  of 
layout  currently  in  use,"  he  said. 

Some  of  the  buildings  will  be  portable  to  facilitate  moving  to  new 
locations  in  order  to  provide  the  young  campers  with  fresh  experiences  at 
different  sites. 

Plans  for  three  different  types  of  experimental  sleeping  units — designed 
to  house  six  to  eight  campers — will  be  submitted  to  the  YMCA  by  the  six 
product  design  students  working  on  the  project. 
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These  units  will  be  constructed  this  summer  on  camp  sites  selected  by 
the  central  organization  of  the  Chicago  YMCA,  according  to  Raymond  R»  Ramseyer, 
metropolitan  boys  work  and  camping  secretary* 

"They  will  be  used  as  experimental  units  to  get  the  youngsters'  reactions 
to  the  new  type  structures  and  to  test  the  stability  and  desirability  of  the 
buildings,"  he  added. 

The  Illinois  Tech  students  also  will  develop  designs  for  a  permanent 
dining  lodge  and  washroom  facilities. 

The  YMCA  became  interested  in  the  research  project  as  a  result  of  a 
class  problem  in  social  and  functional  aspects  of  shelter  design  initiated  at 
the  Institute  of  Design  last  fall.  One  of  tiie  units  on  which  the  students 
worked  vras  a  camp  shelter. 

Faced  with  the  problem  of  replacing  some  of  the  facilities  in  its  12 
camps  located  in  Illinois,  Michigan,  and  Wisconsin,  the  YMCA  was  interested  in 
latest  developments  in  camp  structures  that  utilize  new  materials,  save 
construction  costs,  and  provide  more  desirable  camp  living,  according  to 
Ramseyer, 

"The  12  camps  represent  an  investment  of  |1, 200, 000  and,  to  replace 
these  facilities — many  of  which  are  30  years  old — would  mean  another  half- 
million  dollars  if  tradional  camp  architecture  were  used,"  he  pointed  out. 

The  YMCA — first  agency  to  build  and  operate  summer  camps  for  youths- 
will  pioneer  in  camp  architecture  through  the  project  initiated  by  the 
Chicago  organizationa 

"If  the  ejqperimental  units  prove  successful,"  Ramseyer  said,  "the 
Chicago  YMCA  will  use  the  new  type  structures  exclusively  in  future  development 
of  its  one  x-emaining  undeveloped  property*" 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  for  the  eighth  consecutive 
year,  leads  the  nation's  universities  and  colleges  in  the  number  of  engineering 
students  enrolled  in  day  and  evening  classes. 

The  standing — based  on  fall  term  enrollment  figures  at  all  institutions 
accredited  by  the  Engineers  Council  for  Professional  Development — is  revealed 
in  the  1955  yearbook  of  the  American  Society  for  Engineering  Educationt 

Illinois  Tech's  engineering  enrollment,  which  includes  5*178  undergraduates 
and  502  graduate  students,  totals  5*680,  an  increase  of  3U6  over  a  year  ago. 

Total  engineering  enrollment  at  all  of  the  country's  accredited  schools 
is  I87,l455>  up  15,623  over  last  year.  Of  this  total,  Illinois  Tech  accounts 
for  3  per  cent. 

Other  institutions  among  the  10  having  the  greatest  engineering 
enrollments  are:  Purdue  university,  li,906;  City  College  of  New  York,  U*887j 
University  of  Illinois,  U*826;  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  institute,  U,668j  Georgia 
School  of  Technology,  H,0l6}  Pennsylvania  State  university,  3,709;  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  3,609',   University  of  Cincinnati,  3*359*  and  University 
of  California,  3,167. 

Current  engineering  enrollments  shown  for  some  of  the  other  well  knot-jn 
technological  institutions  include:  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  1,899; 
Newark  College  of  Engineering,  3*l59;  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  institute,  1,999 p 
and  Virginia  Polytecnic  institute,  2,08U» 
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March  was  more  like  a  lamb  than  a  lion,  dustf all -wise. 

An  average  of  ^8.1  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  on  Chicago,  second 
lowest  total  recorded  for  March  since  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  began  measuring  and  analyzing  the  city's 
dustfall  in  19^6, 

The  March  low  of  57 #9  tons  was  recorded  in  1914?,  ARF  records  show. 

This  year's  average  was  a  considerable  improvement  over  the  103,2  figure 
recorded  last  March,  The  latter  figure  was  attributed  partially  to  excessive 
dust  "imported"  from  other  regions, 

A  combination  of  slightly  above  average  temperatures  and  frequent  though 
not  heavy  precipitation  helps  explain  the  relatively  low  total  for  the  third 
month  of  1955. 

The  average  monthly  temperature  of  37,2  degrees  was  ,2  of  a  degree  above 
normal,  resulting  in  a  need  for  less  fuel  than  usually  necessary, 

March,  1955*  was  the  driest  March  since  1937.  Total  precipitation— 
1»72  inches — was  1,13  inches  less  than  normal.  However,  the  precipitation 
came  often,  if  not  in  large  amounts,  to  keep  the  ground  wetted  down. 

The  city  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control,  for  which  the  Foundation 
analyzes  dustfall,  noted  that  the  March  average  was  the  same  as  that  for 
January,  1955,  not  onlj'-  in  the  total  dustfall  but  also  in  the  combustible 
content  of  the  dust* 

The  March  dustfall  average  was  9.U  tons  more  than  in  February^

Cost  di  f erentials  are  resulting  in  a  "sharp  distrubanoe  in  the 
distribution  of  our  dual  echication  system  which  is  viewed  with  apprehension 
by  thoujjbtf  1  people,"  Rettaliata  declared. 

He  said  the  195U  fall  enrollments  in  the  public  ijastitutiona  exceeded 
those  of  the  independent  universities  and  colleges,  which  once  enrolled  twice 
as  many  students  as  the  public  ones,  by  27  per  eexit.   This  difference  was 
nearly  double  that  of  the  preceding  year,  he  added* 

Rettaliata  ad  led  that  the  contrast  was  even  more  pronoune«Ki  in  the  case 
of  students  entering  college  for  the  tlrat  time,  citing  195U  enrollraents  at 
the  public  schools  of  1»9  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  privately  supported  ones* 

•This  pattern  projected  into  the  future,"  he  said,  "indicates  that  unless 
other  provisions  are  made,  the  overwhelming  rr^ajority  of  college  stud^^tts  soon 
will  be  seeking  educst  on  in  tax  supoorted  \miversities  and  colleges* 

Pointing  out  that  the  independent  schools  have  been  forced  to  increase 

tuitions  an  average  of  78  per  cent  since  19U0,  he  saidt

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The  determination  of  how  certain  chemical  compounds  used  in  the 
treatment  of  cancer  check  the  growth  of  cancer  tissue  is  the  object  of  a 
research  project  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology^  Chicago, 

Illinois  Tech  has  been  awarded  an  $8^08?  grant  by  the  National  Cancer 
institute  of  the  U.S,  Public  Health  service  for  a  study  of  "Enzymes  of 
Purine  Metabolism  in  Yeast," 

Dr.  Allan  Ho.Roush,  IIT  associate  professor  of  biochemistry,  will  direct 
the  two-year  study. 

The  research  will  be  of  a  fundamental  nature  related  to  the  formation 
of  enzymes — which  are  protein  in  nature — by  the  living  yeast  cell.  This 
study  should  yield  information  applicable  to  the  general  problems  of  growth, 
according  to  Roush, 

A  study  of  the  effect  of  some  of  the  chemical  compoiinds  that  have  been 
used  in  cancer  chemotherapy  on  the  metabolic  processes  of  the  yeast  cell  will 
be  included  in  the  study, 

"It  is  hoped  that  results  will  be  obtained  that  will  aid  in  explaining 
how  these  chemicals  inhibit  the  growth  of  cancer  tissue  and  how  the  living 
cell  is  able  to  render  these  antimetabolites  harmless  in  other  cases," 
Roush  said#

"Bibliography  of  Ozone  Technology"  will  be  rsublished  in  May  by  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Volume  II  is  entitled  "Physical  and  Pharmacological  Properties," 
In  addition  to  21  chapters  of  textbook  material,  it  includes  ^77  references 
and  abstracts,  8  tables,  21  figures,  and  2  color  pistes  of  solid  and  liquid 
ozone. 

The  volume  also  presents  a  considerable  amount  of  recent  unpublished 
ozone  research,  according  to  Clark  E,  Thorp,  manager  of  the  Foundation's 
chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  research  department* 

The  ozone  reference  series,  expected  to  total  four  volumes  when 
completed,  is  a  comprehensive  reference  to  the  literature  in  the  field  of 
ozone  technology.  It  is  being  compiled  by  Thcrp  and  members  of  his  department. 

The  Foundation  is  recognized  as  an  authority  in  ozone  technology 
through  15  years'  research  in  the  field.  Ozone  is  valuable  because  it  is 
one  of  the  most  powerful  oxidizing  agents  known. 

Before  Volume  I  in  the  series,  entitled  "Analytical  Procedures  and 
Patent  Index,"  was  issued  a  j'-ear  ago,  the  last  book  dealing  exclusively  with 
ozone  was  that  of  Vosmaer  published  in  19l6« 

Next  volume  in  the  series,  tentatively  scheduled  for  publication 
in  1956,  will  deal  with  chemical  reactions  and  kinetics.

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PASADENA,  Calif, — Extensive  use  of  an  electronic  instrument  which  measure 
and  counts  microscopic  airborne  particles — ranging  from  radioactive  particles 
to  germs — was  forecast  today  (April  19)  by  one  of  the  developers. 

The  third  annual  National  Air  Pollution  symposium  was  told  that  the 
instrument,  called  the  aerosoloscope,  will  have  application  in  "a  variety  of 
problems  in  fine  particle  technology  and  particularly  aerosol  Studies," 

Operation  of  the  aerosoloscope  was  described  by  Morris  A,  Fisher, 
supervisor  of  fine  particles  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  at  the  Huntington-Sheraton  hotel. 

The  instrument,  developed  by  the  Foundation  for  the  Army  Chemical  Corps, 
is  capable  of  measuring  and  counting  airborne  particles  at  the  rate  of  100 
per  second--l,000  times  faster  than  by  conventional  methods. 

The  aerosoloscope  will  enable  scientists  to  analyze  airborne  particles — 
such  as  dust,  smog,  moisture,  and  pollen — in  cities,  factories,  and  in  other 
places  concerned  with  particle  size  or  contaminant  control, 

Fisher  said  the  instrument  can  be  used  to  count  and  measure  airborne 
particles  ranging  in  size  from  1  to  6k     inicrons  (a  micron  is  forty-millionths 
of  an  inch)  in  diameter. 

The  aerosoloscope  employs  as  its  basic  principle  of  operation  the 
interaction  between  very  small  particles  of  matter  and  light  knotm  as 
scattering — that  which  one  observes  when  viewing  microscopic  particles  in  a 
beam  of  light©

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The  decision  to  use  light  scattering  as  the  detection  means  was  made 
after  a  careful  study  of  a  nvmber  of  alternative  possibilities,  according  to 
Fisher, 

This  method  was  chosen,  he  explained,  because  it  allows  for  rapid

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PASADENA,  Calif, — Extensive  use  of  an  electronic  instrument  which  measure 
and  counts  microscopic  airborne  particles — ranging  from  radioactive  particles 
to  germs — was  forecast  today  (April  19)  by  one  of  the  developers. 

The  third  annual  National  Air  Pollution  symposium  was  told  that  the 
instrument,  called  the  aerosoloscope,  will  have  application  in  "a  variety  of 
problems  in  fine  particle  technology  and  particularly  aerosol  studies," 

Operation  of  the  aerosoloscope  was  described  by  Morris  A.  Fisher, 
supervisor  of  fine  particles  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology^  Chicago,  at  the  Huntington-Sheraton  hotel. 

The  instrument,  developed  by  the  Foundation  for  the  Army  Chemical  Corps, 
is  capable  of  measuring  and  counting  airborne  particles  at  the  rate  of  100 
per  second — 1,000  times  faster  than  by  conventional  methods. 

The  aerosoloscope  will  enable  scientists  to  analyze  airborne  particles — 
such  as  dust,  smog,  moisture,  and  pollen — in  cities,  factories,  and  in  other 
places  concerned  with  particle  size  or  contaminant  control, 

Fisher  said  the  instrument  can  be  used  to  count  and  measure  airborne 
particles  ranging  in  size  from  1  to  6ij  iuicrons  (a  micron  is  forty-millionths 
of  an  inch)  in  diameter. 

The  aerosoloscope  employs  as  its  basic  principle  of  operation  the 
interaction  between  very  small  particles  of  matter  and  light  known  as 
scattering — that  which  one  observes  when  viewing  microscopic  particles  in  a 
beam  of  light, 
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The  decision  to  use  light  scattering  as  the  detection  meanE  was  made 
after  a  dareful  study  of  a  number  of  alternative  possibilities,  according  to 
Fisher, 

This  method  was  chosen,  he  explained,  because  it  allows  for  rapid 
measurement  and  results  in  no  alterBtion  of  the  material  being  measured.

The  Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  move 
early  in  June  from  632  N»  Dearborn  street  to  the  Illinois  Tech  campus  on 
Chicago's  near  south  side. 

Its  present  location— the  old  Chicago  Historical  Society  building- 
has  been  sold  to  a  real  estate  trust  managed  by  the  Near  North  Management 
company,  Chicago,  according  to  Raymond  J.  Spaeth,  Illinois  Tech  vice  president 
and  treasurer* 

Various  sections  of  the  design  department  will  be  housed  temporarily 
in  several  buildings  on  campus  until  Illinois  Tech's  new  architecture,  design, 
and  city  planning  building  is  completed  this  fall* 

Graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  in  art  education  will  be  offered 
by  the  Institute  of  Design  during  the  summer  session  which  opens  Jtme  27 • 

Original  plans  to  conduct  summer  classes  in  the  basement  of  the  new 
building  have  been  abandoned  as  a  result  of  a  recent  fire  on  the  construction 
site  vjhich  caused  an  estimated  $10,000  damage  and  delayed  completion  of  the 
building  by  more  than  a  month. 

The  new  building  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  time  for  the  opening 
of  the  fall  semester  in  September, 

The  Institute  of  Design  was  founded  in  October,  1937 j  as  the  Mew 

Bauhaus  by  the  late  Lazlo  Moholy-Nagy,  Hungarian  designer-educator  who  developed 

the  basic  training  courses  in  the  original  Bauhaus  in  Germany,  First  classes 

were  held  in  the  old  Marshall  Field  mansion  on  Prairie  avenue,

It  later  was  renamed  the  School  of  Design  and  subsequently  the  Institute 
of  Design.  During  the  years  of  its  development,  the  Institute  of  Design  was 
moved  from  the  Prairie  avenue  location  to  the  site  of  a  former  bakery  on  East 
Ontario  street  before  settling  in  the  old  Chicago  Historical  Society  building. 

In  December,  19h9,   the  Institute  of  Design  was  merged  with  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  to  become  a  degree-granting  department  of  the  school. 
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Ccmmercial  engineering — an  entirely  new  prcfessicn  to  American 
industry — ^will  be  analyzed  at  the  Ccst  Control  confe^'ence  May  19  and  20 
at  the  Illinois  Institute  cf  Technology, "Chicago, 

The  field  is  so  new  in  the  United  States  that  only  two  companies 
have  ccmmercial  engineering  departments  and  only  cne  college  is  offering 
courses  in  the  subject,  according  to  the  conference  director  Dr*  Henry 
Ludmer,  associate  professor  of  industrial  engineering  at  Illinois  Techo 

Ludmer  discribes  commercial  engineering  as  being  primarily  the  application 
of  engineering  skills  in  the  selling  of  technical  equipment,  but  also 
includes  demand  forecasts,  commercial  research  and  development,  patenting, 
linear  programming  of  sales  management,  technical  aid  to  procurement 
agencies,  and  the  estimating  and  control  of  distribution  ccsts. 

Countries  on  both  sides  of  the  Iron  Curtain  are  ahead  of  the 
United  States  in  this  field,  Ludmer  pointed  out. 

He  said  commercial  engineering  is  a  required  part  of  the  professional 
examination  for  engineers  in  Great  Britain,  and  has  been  a  profession 
of  long-standing  in  Germany  and  Gzechoslavakiao

Grass— just  plain  grass— may  be  the  most  important  crop  the  American 

farmer  can  grow  at  this  time. 

Further,  American  farmers  who  in  recent  years  have  broken  all  records 
for  production  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton,  and  other  staples,  may  be  found 
boasting  of  the  bumper  crop  of  grass  of  1955. 

Increditable?  No,  says  Prof.  Milton  E.  Parker,  director  of  the  food 
engineering  department  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Expectation  that  an  unprecedented  number  of  acres  of  farm  land  will  be 
put  into  grass  stems  from  changes  in  the  government  price-support  program, 
which,  this  year,  will  extend  controls,  both  directly  and  indirectly,  to  the 

farmer's  "idle"  acres. 

This  is  an  effort  to  make  sure  that  land  withdrawn  from  the  production 
of  one  surplus  crop  will  not  be  planted  to  another  equally  surplus  one. 

It  is  at  this  point  that  grass  comes  into  the  picture,  Parker  writes 
in  the  March  issue  of  Technology  Review,  published  by  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  Alumni  association. 

From  all  indications,  he  states,  millions  of  those  acres  will  be  planted 
in  grass,  and  many  of  them,  or  their  equivalent,  may  remain  in  grass  for  years. 

The  result,  he  says,  will  be  to  give  the  land  a  long  overdue  breather 
while  preparing  much  of  the  country's  acreage  for  future  demands  of  a 
constantly  expanding  population. 
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Parker  points  out  that  wartime  demands  and.  subsequent  peacetime 
plaice-support  programs  have  caused  intensified  farming  which  has  come 
"perilously  close"  to  exhausting  much  of  the  soil. 

Land  planted  to  grasses,  Parker  addej  should  not  be  considered  idle, 
because  it  is  being  improved  with  the  return  of  vital  organic  matter* 

"It  is  the  grasses,"  he  writes,  "that  provide  a  greater  supply  of 
organic  matter  to  the  soil  than  any  other  crop, 

"As  the  sod  blankets  the  field,  the  decay  and  consumption  of  organic 
matter  is  not  interrupted  as  is  the  case  when  growing  clean,  cultivated  crops, 
or  when  carrying  out  'pretty  farming,'  as  it  is  sometimes  called." 

Other  benefits  of  grasses  cited  by  Parker  include: 

— Planted  in  watersheds,  grass  helps  control  floods,  and  prevents  ailt 
from  ruining  hydroelectric  dams, 

— Grass  is  essential  in  controlling  erosion, 

— Grass  offers  the  only  hope  for  rehabilitating  the  vast  dust-bowl 
area  of  the  nation, 

— Acres  in  grass  can  form  a  living  "reserve  bank"  of  arable  land. 

Putting  land  in  grass  can  make  it  possible  for  the  farmer  to  "eat  his 
cake  and  have  it,  too,"  according  to  Parker, 

"While  rebuilding  the  soil,  the  farmer  can  reap  substantial  profits 
from  grass  by  raising  cattle,"  he  adds,  "Grasses  can  be  grazed  in  the  field, 
and  they  also  provide  hay  to  enable  the  farmer  to  feed  his  cattle  at  low 
cost  throughout  the  winter, 

"And  the  cost  of  fattening  chickens  for  the  market  can  be  reduced 
considerably  by  feeding  nourishing  grasses  with  other  feeds, 

"Well- fertilized  grasses,  packed  with  nourishment,  can  provide  from 
75  to  80  per  cent  of  the  feed  for  dairy  cattle,  as  many  farmers  have  learned 
to  their  profit," 
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The  second  annual  Midwest  Welding  conference  will  be  held

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Industry  is  making  it  increasingly''  easy— financially  speaking — for 
students  to  obtain  a  college  education  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology* 

It  is  being  done  through  Illinois  Tech's  cooperative  education  program 
in  which  a  formal  education  is  combined  with  practical  experience  in  a 
student's  specialized  field, 

One  hundred  and  eleven  IIT  students — more  than  ever  before — are  enrolled 
in  the  program,  according  to  Raymond  D»  Meade,  director  of  cooperative 
education  at  the  Institutes 

He  said  31  Mdwest  industrial  firms  currently  ?re  participating  in  the 
program  and  about  300  more  are  on  the  waiting  lista 

''The  biggest  difficulty  seems  to  be  in  finding  enough  interested  and 
qualified  students  to  accept  the  opportunities  offered  by  industry,"  Meade 
pointed  out« 

Under  the  co-op  program,  he  explained,  a  student  attends  Illinois  Tech 
for  two  semesters,  then  spends  the  third  semester  working  full-time  fpr  an 
industrial  firm  at  a  job  related  to  his  field  of  study* 

Thereafter,  the  student  spends  alternating  semesters  attending  classes 
and  working  in  industry  i:^itil  he  earns  his  degree,  which  usually  takes  about 
51  years. 

The  support  given  by  industrial  firms  varies  from  pay  when  employed  to 
full  tuition  plus  wages o 

Meade  blames  the  shortage  of  co-op  student  participants  on  two  factors: 
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"First,"  he  explained,  "is  the  large  number  of  companies  eager  to 
sign  up  for  the  progranip  It  is  a  case  of  the  demand  exceeding  the  supplje" 

Meade  said  many  companies  have  been  impressed  by  the  fact  that  80  per 
deht  of  past  students  in  the  program  have  stayed  on  with  their  sponsoring 
company  after  graduation; 

"Secondly,  many  students  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  opportvinity 
because  it  takes  them  ^-g-  years,  instead  of  the  usual  four,  to  obtain  their 
degree.  They  think  they  are  falling  behind  the  other  students, 

"But  this  is  not  true,"  Meade  emphasized,  "Our  studies  show  that 
students  in  the  past  xAo  have  gone  through  IIT  on  the  co-op  plan  earn  $$0   to 
$100  more  in  starting  salaries  per  month  after  graduation."
